President s Commuting is Most Luxurious in U.S.

WASHINGTON (/Pi— By this 
time, most summer commuters 
have called it a season but not 
President John F. Kennedy and 
his jet plane week-end special 
to Cape Cod. 


For the 12th weekend In a 
row, the President is expected 
to step aboard a huge five and 
one - half million - dollar A i r 
Force jet today to leave muggy 
Washington, still caught in 
summer heat, for the cooling 
breezes of Hyannis Port, Mass. 
And, along with him will go 
those members of his personal 
and official family who want 
a hitch to the shores of Cape 
Cod. 
The presidential commuter \ 
special is obviously the best 
and fastest way to travel from 


the Capital to Cape Cod these 
days. 
With so many Harvard and 
Massachusetts men in his offi­ 
cial retinue, there are many 
potential hitchhikers. 


Friends, children and busi-; 
ness bent officials have climbed 
aboard the presidential plane 
for playgrounds of the Cape 
this summer. 
¥ ' ’ '■ 
Would-be passengers simply 
get reservations through Ken-; 
nedy’s secretary, Evelyn Lin­ 
coln, or his special assistant. 
Kenneth O’Donnell. The presi­ 
dential military aide, Maj Gen.j 
Chester V. Clifton, gives them j 
“ space available” priority.

No figures have been made 
public on how much the plane 
trips cost the taxpayers. But a 
couple of years ago the Air 
Force said the hourly operation i 
cost of such a jet plane was 
$270.86, which did not include ; 
depreciation or maintenance.! 
The Air Force had pointed out 
in the past that the crew j 
would be paid anyway, wheth­ 
er assigned to the presidential 
plane or other duty. 


While the Kennedy special 
whips from Andrews Air Force 
Base in nearby Maryland to

Their families take 
summer residence in or near 
the Kennedy compound on the 
shore of Nantucket Sound.

mous buildings. 
The president relaxes in a 
private forward compartment I 
with comfortable chairs, lourfg 
es and felt-covered tables. 
Stewards serve afternoon cof­ 
fee and soft drinks, chewing 
gum, candy and snacks. The I 
president usually prefers soup 
or munches an apple en route. 
On the way home, usually Mon-j 
day morning, a light break-! 
fast of fruit juice, sweet rolls 
and coffee is substituted on' 
the menu.

breathtaking mountain scenery 
anywhere! 
The mountain country is my 
home, hut I had ne\ er really seen 
it, nor appreciated its splendor, 
until I viewed it from the Vista- 
Dom*. And winter time, I dis­ 
covered, adds new dimensions of 
beauty. 
Dedicated to the premise that 
travel always should be enjoy­ 
able, the Vista-Dome California 
Zephyr is a magnificent land 
cruiser which has put nearly two 
million people into orbits of travel 
delight. Its “ see-level" trajectory, 
carefully timed for maximum day­ 
light exposure of favored Ameri­ 
can spaces, is not paralleled by 
any other means of travel. This is 
an “ ooh-and-ah" adventure—at 


least I never h'>ard so many 
“ oohs" and “ ahs" from wide- 
eyed, camera clicking passengers 
as the other day when I again 
rode the CZ. 


Eastbound, the C alifo rn ia 
Zephyr departs from Oakland at 
mid-morning via the Western 
.Pacific Railroad (San Franci.-co 
passengers enjoy the fascinating 
trip over the Ray Bridge in spe­ 
cial buses).

Need Less Wishy Washy 
Leadership In Transit Snarl 


Wishy-washy leadership was the last 
thing we needed in the controversy over 
rapid transit on the Golden Gate Bridge. 
But that's exactly what we got from our 
County Board of Supervisors. 
The situation was this: 
The 
supervisors had 
unanimously 
passed a resolution urging the bridge 
directors to cooperate in appointment of 
an engineering review board to study 
two engineering reports which gave op­ 
posing opinions on the ability of the 
bridge to carry rapid transit. 
The request did not demand that the 
bridge directors approve putting transit 
on the bridge, only that they consider all 
the evidence and have it analyzed by an 
independent engineering board before 
they made a decision. 
In direct defiance of that instruction, 
and without a prior meeting which the 
supervisors also had 
requested, 
the 
Marin bridge directors were directly 
responsible for passage of a resolution 
to foreclose possibility of rapid transit 
in Marin in the foreseeable future. 
We say the Marin bridge directors 
were “directly responsible" b e c a u s e 
without their two votes the resolution 
would not have had a needed 8-vote ma­ 
jority. 
So this week the supervisors called 
the bridge directors and Marin’s rapid 
transit directors before them to explain 
the whole situation. 
Did the supervisors castigate the 
bridge directors for ignoring their wish­ 
es? Certainly not. 
Did they vote support of the bridge 
directors’ stand? Of course not. 
Did they accept the pleas of the rapid 
transit directors to join with the transit 
district and San Francisco in themselves 
employing an engineering review board

and getting more facts on the bridge's 
capabilities? They hardly even talked 
about it. 
What they did do was, by a 4 to 1 
vote, “request again that a board of re­ 
view be appointed to study the matter 
of feasibility of rapid transit on the 
Golden Gate Bridge.” 
Even the motion was so confused that 
when we saw the minutes of the meeting 
they did not indicate to whom the re­ 
quest was made. Walter Castro, who 
made the motion, said later he intended 
the request be directed to the bridge di­ 
rectors and that he would change the 
minutes to so show. 
But do the supervisors expect our 
bridge directors to reverse themselves 
as a result of a 4 to 1 vote when they 
ignored an earlier unanimous vote and 
didn't even get their wrists slapped? 
It's time the supervisors took a solid 
look at the whole matter of transporta­ 
tion in the county. It is vital to the wel­ 
fare of Marin. 
We don't know whether the Golden 
Gate Bridge will carry rapid transit. We 
are convinced the bridge directors will 
not reverse their vote on the matter. 
We need some strong leadership from 
the supervisors as to the hiring of the 
board of review; as to whether means 
can be found to force reconsideration 
by the bridge directors if this is advis­ 
able; as to whether the answer is a sec­ 
ond crossing with or without r a p i d 
transit, and whether Marin should now 
get out of or fight to stay in th«a rapid 
transit district. 
Please, Supervisors, remember you 
are official spokesmen for all 150,000 
of us. For once forget your bickering 
and back-biting and give us some leader­ 
ship in solution of a vital problem.

Rapid Transit 


EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
Instead of all the castiga­ 
tion of the members of the 
Golden Gate Bridge District 
board because of their vote of 
confidence in the bridge dis­ 
trict engineer, C. E. Paine, let 
us be grateful for their deci­ 
sion. 
Marin County needs none 
of this expensive rapid tran­ 
sit. As it is, thousands of resi­ 
dents can walk but a few 
blocks to catch a Greyhound. 
The Greyhound system is ef­ 
ficient 
and 
flexible. 
But 
routes can be changed and 
new feeder routes added to 
meet changing needs. 
But, 
with rapid transit, 
most of us wrill first have to 
drive to the train station, and 
then find a means of reach­ 
ing our jobs from the San 
Francisco end. Rapid transit 
means more time spent com­ 
muting for most Marinites, 
rather than less. 
Rapid transit is being bal- 
lyhooed as a cure-all by pres­ 
ent day planners. But it will 
prove to be an expensive ex­ 
periment. Marin County will 
be better served by buses. 
Transportation time can be 
reduced by setting aside the 
outside lane on the freeway 
during commute hours for 
buses only. 
Traffic congestion can be 
relieved by a scale of bridge 
tolls like $1 for autos carry­ 
ing one, 75c for cars carrying 
two, 50c for those with three, 
and 25c for four passengers 
in a car. 
And a pox on State Senator 
John F. McCarthy for his out­ 
burst against the board’s de­ 
cision. It appears that rapid 
transit is being pushed prin­ 
cipally by city planners and 
politicians, rather than by 
the common property owners 
w'ho will have to pay most of 
the bill.

OXFORD, England—Even 
with the best of intentions, 
even when national interests 
are nearly identical, it is not 
going to be easy to build 
quickly a relationship of trust 
between the newly independ­ 
ent African and Asian coun­ 
tries and the West. 


The biggest barrier is not 
racial or cultural. It is po­ 
litical and psychological — 
and often illogical: 


After discussing these mat­ 
ters at length with many Afri­ 
can and Asian leaders at this 
Oxford conference under the 
aegis of the Council on Worl$ 
Tensions (New York) and the 
Overseas Development Insti­ 
tute (London), it seems to me 
that a massive exertion in 
mutual understanding is im­ 
perative. 


I THINK I FAIRLY reflect 
the views which were often 
beneath the polite words and 
which occasionally broke the 
surface, when I say: 
1—There remains a hard 
core of bitter and under­ 
standable resentment on the 
part of the newiy independent 
peoples toward all the West­ 
ern powers because of past 
colonialism. This resentment 
is never waved out of exist­ 
ence by the simple act of 
achieving independence. 


2—There remains a hard 
core of injured virtue on the 
part of the Western peoples 
who have liquidated their co­ 
lonial rule so rapidly and so 
radically during the last 15 
years that they feel their rec­ 
ord is not fairly appraised or 
fairly appreciated. 
This is the psychological 
gap between the newly inde­ 
pendent peoples and the West 
which needs to be closed as 
promptly as possible. 


THE FIRST STEP toward 
closing it is for each to try 
strenuously 
to 
understand 
why the other feels as he 
does. This is one of the gains 
from the conference on ten­ 
sions in development. Here 
each side could speak but 
each side also had to listen— 
and it was a healthy process. 
What we in the West need 
to understand is why we 


should not resent resentment 
over past colonialism. 


The West Is rapidly and 
radically abandoning its co­ 
lonialism. Communist China 
and the Soviet Union are rap­ 
idly and radically extending 
their colonialism. 


Only as the Western pow­ 
ers and the new* nations estab­ 
lish a relationship of reliable 
trust can they carry forward 
a common crusade against 
poverty, 
illiteracy, 
hunger, 
and chronic ill-health. 


The leaders of the new state 
sometimes feel that they must 
continue to prove the com­ 
pleteness of their independ­ 
ence both to themselves, to 
their own people, and to the 
world in general. A further, 
more practical reason Is that 
some leaders deliberately try 
to keep aglow the embers of 
anti-colonialism to maintain 
national unity and, in some 
cases, to maintain themselves 
in office. 


THERE IS NO doubt in my 
mind that the Western na­ 
tions and peoples ought not 
to expect that the legacy of 
resentment against colonial 
rule will be dissolved as rap­ 
idly as colonial rule is being 
dissolved. 


But today neither the for­ 
mer colonial powers nor the 
newly independent nations 
can afford to let it linger 
long.

New Laws In California 
Going Into Effect Today 


person applying contemporary 
standards, the predominant ap­ 
peal goes beyond customary 
limits of decency; stiffen pen­ 
alties for offenses involving 
minors. 


SACRAMENTO <UPI) — Mr. 
Citizen of California, you’d bet­ 
ter do some homework. 
A couple of thousand new 
laws go into effect today and 
many of them affect you di­ 
rectly. Those that have no di­ 
rect affect probably touch you 
indirectly. 
These laws came from the 
1961 legislature. Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown got 2,401 bills across 
his desk and he only vetoed 169 
of them. He signed 2.227 and 
let five become law without his 
signature. 
Some were very important 
— like a 1961 crackdown on 
narcotics peddlers. The im­ 
portance of some others es­ 
caped a casual observer. 
Two laws incorporating one 
of the major issues of the 1961 
session—narcotic addiction and 
how to prevent its spread—go 
on the law books today. One 
generally increases penalties 


driving permits; make a man­ 
datory a five-day jail sentence 
for persons driving after their 
license has been revoked or 
suspended, 
prohibit 
persons 
from riding on a flatbed truck 
with legs extended over the 
sides or rear; make illegal mis­ 
leading or false advertising of 
octane ratings; require service 
stations to post on pumps num­ 
ber of stamps they give with 
each dime’s worth of gas. 


Freedom of Information: Ex­ 
tend to radio and te'evision 
newsmen the right to protect 
news sources; prohibit a num­ 
ber of additional state agencies 
from holding secret meetings. 
Business: Broaden attorney 
general’s power to crack down 
on anti-trust violators; allow 
public agencies to get triple 
damages for price fixing or 
collusive bidding; require cor­ 
respondence salesmen to post 
date- his address here and 
a request that the finder write 
him.

State Future 


limitless' 


SAN FRANCISCO m — 
Gov, Edmund G. Brown termed 
the state's international trade 
future “limitless” last night 
and urged many of the Free 
World’s top industrialists and 
financiers to invest in Califor­ 
nia. 
Brown, 
in 
a speech 
pre­ 
pared for delivery to the In­ 
ternational Industrial Confer­ 
ence praised the state's “firm 
fiscal stability” and its “great 
system of free higher educa­ 
tion.” He said the two are ma­ 
jor factors in attracting new 
wealth and industry. 
“California is still a young 
giant in the field of world 
trade,” Brown said, “but its 
future is limitless.” 
“California 
has the 
ideal 
geographical situation, and it 
has a huge market, under con­ 
stant expansion,” Brown noted. 
“Personal income in our state 
exceeds 45 billion dollars a 
year — or twice the total of 
the other eight Far Western 
States.” 
The governor added that the 
state follows a system of “ firm 
fiscal stability and rejects “pol­ 
icies of fiscal irresponsibility.” 
“Next year,” Brown prom­ 
ised, “the state administration 
will submit to the legislature 
its fourth successive balanced 
budget, with no request for 
new taxes.” 
The chief executive refer­ 
ring to education, said the 
state’s schools system was as 
“unmatched elsewTiere in the 
United States.” 
“We are determined that our 
children, our greatest natural 
resource, 
shall 
have 
eyery 
chance to develop to full po­ 
tential,” he said.

Montana, Washington, Idaho, 
Arizona, Hawaii and Guam. 
Duniway practiced law in 
San Francisco until 1959, when 
he was appointed judge of the 
district court of appeals of the 
State of California. 
From 1942 to 1947 he was 
an attorney and administra­ 
tor for the office of Price Ad­ 
ministrator in Washington and 
San Francisco.
